3. In claim 1, line 8 after "substantially rigid parts" insert - - in both longitudinal and 
transverse directions of the blank - -. 

4. In claim 1, line 14 delete "the sandwich panel" and insert therein - - a sandwich panel - -. 

5. In claim 5, line 2 delete "core skin of the sandwich panel core" and insert therein - - a 
skin of the sandwich panel - -. 

6. In claim 7, line 2 delete "a sandwich panel" and insert therein - - the sandwich panel - -. 

7. In claim 10, line 1 delete "core". 

8. In claim 10, lines 7-10 delete "prepreg parts; slowing down the hardening along the 
prepreg between said parts to obtain a planar semifinished-blank comprising a set of 
substantially rigid parts detached from each other and having a shape of core sides;" 

and inset therein - - prepreg parts, and conditions slowing down the hardening along the 
prepreg between said parts are created to obtain a planar semifinished-blank comprising a set of 
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substantially rigid parts in both longitudinal and transverse directions of the blank detached from 
each other and having a shape of core sides; - -. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a method for producing a sandwich panel 
core as claimed including forming a planar semifinished-blank of fully impregnated prepreg 
comprising a set of substantially rigid, hardened parts in both longitudinal and transverse 
directions of the blank detached from each other by less hardened prepreg. Both Sumerak (U.S. 
Patent 5,556,496) and Lewis et al. (U.S. Patent 4,347,287) teach forming a planar semifinished- 
blank of fully impregnated prepreg comprising a set of substantially rigid, hardened parts 
detached from each other by less hardened prepreg. However, the detached rigid parts are only 
in the longitudinal direction, i.e. a single direction, of the blank without the capability of a set of 
the rigid parts being both in the longitudinal and transverse directions of the blank, i.e. at least 
two of the rigid parts in each of the directions. Additionally, neither reference teaches the folded 
3-D structure as claimed for the reasons as argued by applicants on page 5, last paragraph of the 
response filed 2/18/10. It is noted support for the examiners amendment above regarding a set of 
substantially rigid parts in both longitudinal and transverse directions of the blank is found in the 
Figures depicting the set of rigid parts (1) in both the longitudinal and transverse directions of the 
blank.
